TEHACHAPI EARTHQUAKE CLEAN-UP 


Men and Machinery Combine Forces to Restore 
Service in Record Time Through Damaged Area 


wrt is believed to have been the 
fastest and biggest earth-moving 
project in the history of Western con- 
struction was completed on August 15 
when SP’s earthquake-shaken line 
through the Tehachapi Mountains on 
the San Joaquin Division was re-opened 
10 traffic. 


Over 1000 men and about 175 pieces 
of heavy earth-moving equipment had 
labored on an around-the-clock schedule 
to open the line just 25 days after the 
second-most severe earthquake in re- 
corded California history had shifted 
fills, kinked tracks and cracked the 
linings of eight tunnels. 


Four of the tunnels were quickly re- 
paired. Two were completely “day- 
lighted,” one was partially “daylighted,” 
and another, the longest, was skirted by 
a 4358-foot shoo-fly until its interior 
could be cleared and reconstructed (see 
next page). The mountain-moying job 
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involved shifting 1,250,000 cubic yards 
of earth. 

Morrison-Knudsen Co., Inc., contrac- 
ter on many of the largest construction 
projects in the nation, handled the 
earth-moving chores with equipment and 
men brought from all over the West. 
SP brought in six extra track gangs 
and six B&B gangs. Santa Fe, which 
also uses the Tebachapi track, con- 
tributed an extra track gang and three 
B&B gangs. The army of earth-moving 
machines and supplemental equipment 
on the scene was estimated to have had 
a total value of $3,500,000. 

Possibly the most spectacular opera- 
tion of the whole project was the crea- 
tion of a huge fill to accommodate the 
shoo-fly around Tunnel 5 (see cover). 
The Bulletin cover picture was taken 
as it was being laid with rail.

“Where Does All That Money Go?" 


Last Year Nearly $70,800,000 Went Into Federal and State 
Tax Coffers Under the Watchful Eye of Our Tax Department 


DITOR’S NOTE: This is the sec- 

ond installment of an article pre- 
senting cold facts about the cost of 
running our railroad. Its purpose is to 
point out that while income figures look 
large, they dwindle fast when matched 
with expenditures. Last month, in ex- 
plaining the need for adequate revenue 
fo carry out our equipment and expan- 
sion program, President D. J, Russell 
reported that SP spent $374,500,000 for 
new equipment and plant improvement 
in the last six years. But in order to do 
so, the Company had io seek funds be- 
yond the income derived from its trans- 
portation services. 


ICTURE a chain of one-dollar bills 

stretched along our main-line on its 
long crescent sweep from New Orleans 
to Portland, and from Oakland to Og- 
den. 

A beautiful picture, all that money. 
Well, it’s beautiful to the federal govern- 
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ment and cight state governments, too, 
for every one of those dollar bills, 70,- 
795,416 of them, to be exact, were paid 
out by Southern Pacific Company. for 
1951 taxes, 

Southern Pacific Company, being the 
largest railroad in the West, is also, 
naturally cnough, one of the largest 
tax payers in this thriving area. And 
this is as it should be. Like any good 
citizen, SP expects to pay for the privi- 
leges it enjoys under the American way 
of life. However, $70,795,416 taxes in 
one year is not confetti. This breaks 
down to $5,698.24 per average mile of 
railroad operated. And the railroad, like 
most taxpayers, looks at those disap- 
pearing tax dollars with a nostalgic 
sigh as it thinks of other uses to. which 
some of them might have been put. 

Federal taxes amounted to 68.96% of 
our tax bill during 1951. State and local 
taxes accounted for the remainder. Over 
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$30,000,000 went for federal income tax, 
almost $17,000,000 for railroad retire- 
ment tax, and unemployment insurance 
tax and other federal taxes amounted to 
almost $2,000,000, bringing the federal 
tax total to $48,822,061. State, county, 
city and other local taxes amounted to 
$21,973,355. 


Every hour, 24 hours a day during 
1951, we paid out $8,081.67 in taxes— 
$193,960.04 a day. In addition to con- 
tributing to the support of the federal 
government, SP gave tax support to 232 
counties and 574 cities. We helped edu- 
cate children in 2631 school districts, 
and helped maintain 1325 miscellaneous 
tax districts, which provided their citi- 
zens with everything from mosquito 
abatement programs to cemeteries. 


Southern Pacific Company is proud 
of its contribution through taxes, to the 
areas it serves and to the federal gov- 
ernment, even though, like most other 
taxpayers, it feels occasionally that the 
load gets a little heavy. For example, 
SP’s 1951 tax bill was equal to the com- 
bined annual wage of 19,665 people 
being paid at the rate of $300 per month. 

Considering the amount of money in- 
volved, it is a fairly small group of men 
who have the responsibility of watching 


The Good Od Days 


RALway taxes in the last 10 years (1942-1951) exceeded total expendi- 
tures of the Federal Government from the day George Washington took 
the oath of office as president in 1789 to and including 1886 when Grover 
Cleveland was president—a period of 98 years! These expenditures included 
the entire costs to the Federal Government of the Indian wars, the war 
against the Tripolitan pirates, the War of 1812, the Mexican War, and the 
War Between the States. In this 98-year period, the AAR points out, total 
expenditures of the United States Government, including all military and 
naval expenditures as well as interest on the public debt (but excluding 
amortization of the public debt) amounted to $11,284,000,000, whereas total 
direct payments of Class I railroads to federal, state and local governments 


over SP tax expenditures. They keep 
track of tax rules and regulations, mak- 
ing sure that their company is taxed 
fairly, but not excessively, under the 
law. 

The responsibility for handling our 
big federal, state and local tax bill is 
lodged in the Tax Department, under 
the jurisdiction of the Vice President 
and General Counsel, and in the Ac- 
counting Department, under the juris- 
diction of the General Auditor. Both the 
Tax Department and the Accounting De- 
partment have headquarters in San Fran- 
cisco. The Tax Department is headed 
by F. B. Magruder, tax commissioner. 
R. E. Marks is his assistant. Local Tax 
Department offices are maintained in 
Portland, Reno, Phoenix and El Paso. 
They are headed by P. H. Hulley, Oliver 
Thomas, Oliver Frank and P. B. Harris, 
respectively. The Accounting Depart- 
ment’s end of the tax work is handled 
under the general supervision of As- 
sistant General Auditor U. E. Nordeen 
and C. S, MacKenzie, assistant general 
auditor, The T&NO handles its own 
state and local taxes in Texas and 
Louisiana, 

During the time it took you to read 
this, approximately $675 was added to 
Southern Pacific’s tex bill for 1952.

OUR DENVER BUSINESS-GETTERS 


HIS is the fifth in a@ series of articles presented by the “Bulletin” to acquaint 
our on-line readers with members of the far-flung Southern Pacific family who 
work in our off-line agencies. Next month: Boston General Agency. 


HE “Mile High City” of Denver, 

Colorado, seems an ideal location 
for an off-line general agency that over- 
sees SP freight and passenger solicita- 
tion in Colorado, the major portion of 
Wyoming, and the western portions of 
Nebraska and South Dakota. 

Besides being a vantage point from 
which to survey possible SP business, 
Denver, with a population of 413,000, is 
the largest city between Kansas City 
and the Pacific Coast. It has been called 
the “Second Capital of the United 
States,” having more federal offices 
there than any other city except Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

D. R. Owen is general agent at Den- 
ver, and he and his four-man staff are 
a busy group of people, for there's a 
great deal of railroad traffic in his area. 
In 1951 SP freight traffic from the Den- 
yer district amounted to 14,500 cars, 
with traffic to the district approximating 
19,000 cars, 

The Denver General Agency territory 
is chiefly agricultural, Nebraska, “The 
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Cornhusker State,” lives up to its nick- 
name, producing many carloads of corn 
annually. Also, the State is second only 
to Colorado in sugar beet production, 
and much livestock is raised there. 


South Dakota, the third largest pro- 
ducer of spring wheat in the nation, also 
produces much oats and corn. The 
State's famed Black Hills are noted for 
their geld and silver production. Mt. 
Rushmore is a famous tourist spot in 
that area and each year it attracts over 
1,000,000 visitors who come to see the 
giant portraits of four U. S. Presidents 
carved in the mountain’s granite face. 


Wyoming is chiefly an agricultural 
State, with 65% of its people gaining 
their livelihood directly or indirectly 
from the farm or ranch. The State is 
also the second largest producer of 
lambs in the nation. Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park is in the northwest corner 
of Wyoming, and many tourists visit 
there each year to see the park’s famed 
geyser “Old Faithful” and other scenic 
attractions.

Colorado, once known chiefly as a 
mining State, more recently has come to 
be recognized as a growing agricultural 
and industrial area. Denver is head- 
quarters for several industries of na- 
tional or semi-national scope, and is a 
distribution center which, with nearby 
Pueblo, has considerable industry, in- 
cluding steel mills, machinery and tire 
manufacturers, meat packers, sugar fac- 
tories and other industries. 

Colorado is particularly well known 
for its outstanding scenic features. There 
are 52 mountain peaks in the State that 
exceed 14,000 feet in height. Pikes Peak, 
although not the tallest, is the most 
famous of these, and attracts many visi- 
tors each year. Colorado also boasts a 
number of beautiful state parks, 

From their “Mile High City,” D. R. 
Owen and his staff keep their cyes on 
freight and passenger traffic potential in 
this large and diversified area. And as 
good SP salesmen, they're niaking sure 
that SP gets a healthy share of the con- 
siderable railroad business to be had.

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Sacto Shops to Build 
1800 New Freight Cars 


OOD news for the Sacramento Gen- 

eral Shops force was contained in 
the announcement by president D. J. 
Russell that 1800 new freight cars will 
be constructed there. 

The cars are part of a total of 2,004 
that have been authorized for construc- 
tion, and the program will keep the 
Car Shop section at Sacramento busy 
at least through 1953, it was announced. 


Prior to the new order, construction 
of 7,800 freight cars had been authorized 
for Sacramento Shops since mid-1950, of 
which 2,500 remain to be built. 


The new 1800-car order includes 350 
tight-bottom 50-ton gondolas, 1000 70- 
ton fat cars and 450 50-ton general 
service drop-bottom gondolas. 

President Russell pointed out that 
the assignment of the new car building 
order to Sacramento is in line with the 
Company's efferts to stabilize employ- 
ment in the large shops. During the in- 
terruption of car building by the steel 
strike, car shopmen were placed on 
maintenance jobs to avoid layoffs.

SP Lauded For Leadership In 
Timber Conservation Program 


OUTHERN Pacific Company has 

designated 425,000 acres of its tim- 
her lands in eight northern California 
counties as tree farms. 

Lauded as the “most progressive step 
Southern Pacific has taken in the man- 
agement of its timber lands,” the tree 
farm program will enable the Company 
to put to use its forest properties in 
northern California in the best possible 
manner, providing for continued re- 
growth of the timber, It is possible for 
forest lands to produce lumber indefi- 
nitely under the program, as only trees 
of the proper development are cut, and 
the growth of new timber is supervised. 

Dedication of the SP tree farms was 
held near Minersville, California, on 
July 31. Attending were ,state and 
federal conservation officials and rep- 
resentatives of the lumber industry and 
Southern Pacific. 

Walter Johnson, president of the 
Western Pine Association, presented six 
certificates marking the official forma- 
tion of the tree farms to L. B. Young, 
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SP assistant to the president. 

F. 5. Baker, dean of the University 
of California School of Forestry was the 
main speaker. “Tree farming,” he said, 
“means the management of forest lands 
on a sustained yield basis. Southern 
Pacific is to be congratulated for taking 
this progressive step,” 


Urgent business prevented President 
Russell from attending the ceremony, 
but in a previous statement he had said, 
“Along with all the railroads of Ameri- 
ca, Southern Pacific has a very definite 
stake in good forestry. Proper manage- 
ment of timber lands will produce an 
adequate supply for the railroads’ needs, 
help maintain stable freight traffic in 
forest products, and assist in preventing 
erosion and floods by better control of 
excessive runoff of surface waters.” 


Southern Pacific’s forest lands are 
administered by the Company’s Land 
Department under the direction of Land 
Commissioner Louis Frandsen. Gordon 
P, Robinson, SP forester, supervises 
forest operations.

SHASTA ROUTE IS CHANGED BY DAMSITE 


A LINE change south of Eugene, Ore- 
- gon, will eventually afford our pas- 
senger travelers an additional sparkling 
bit of scenery on the Shasta Route. Over 
22 miles of main-line track have been re- 
located to make room for a lake that will 
rise in the canyon of the Middle Fork 
of the Willamette River upon comple- 
tion of a 250 foot high dam in 1954. 


The new lime was officially opened on 
August 25 when Mary Lou Teague, Miss 
Oregon, cut a ribbon and let the Shasta 
Daylight onto the track. Present were 
Oregon civic officials, Army representa- 
tives, and SP officials. 

The line has been moved from the 
east to the west side of the Middle Fork 
of the Willamette and extends from near 
Lookout to Jasper. Two major steel 
bridges have been built across the river, 
the upper, 811 feet long, crossing near 
Hampton, and the lower, 779 feet long, 
crossing neat Jasper. Two smaller steel 
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bridges were also constructed. The US. 
Government built the new line in ex- 
change for eliminating our old line. 

The dam, now under construction, is 
part of the Willamette River Basin Proj- 
ect that will provide flood control, irri- 
gation and power for the area’s residents. 
For SP travelers, the 14-mile-long lake 
that will eventually rise within view 
of the tracks will provide additional 
beauty on the already scenic Shasta 
Route.

Lamb Chops San Diego. To serve 
4, allow 4 shoulder lamb chops. Cut 
each into 2 or 3 pieces so the chops 
won't curl. In a skillet heat 3 table- 
spoons oil with a clove of garlic and in 
it brown the meat, salting and pepper- 
ing lightly. When meat is brown, re- 
move garlic and add a medium-sized 
onion, chopped; a can (10%-02.) con- 
densed consomme, and %4 cup white 
table wine, Cover skillet, turn heat 
very low and simmer half an hour or so. 
Then around the meat arrange 4 car- 
rots, scraped and cut in halves, and 4 
small potatocs, pared and halved. Cover 
skillet again and Jet simmer another 
half hour until vegetables are tender. 

Round out the dinner with lettuce 
and tomato salad and bread and butter. 

Yes, it does take a little time and fix- 
ing to prepare this dish, but it’s a 
mighty good way with those bony (and 
jess expensive!) shoulder chops. 
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Meal-In-One. Here is a casserole 
that calls for 6 ingredients: 1 cup un- 
cooked rice, washed and drained; 1 cup 
whole-kernel corn; 2 cups tomato juice; 
1 cup finely chopped onion; % tb. un- 
cooked ground beef, and 4 strips bacon. 
Arrange in layers in a casserole in the 
order given, Cover and bake in a slow 
oven (300°) for 40 minutes, then un- 
cover and continue baking 40 minutes 
longer. Serves 4. With it serve a mixed 
green salad—or cabbage slaw—and hot 
French bread. 


Author's Note: Many young mothers 
have told us that this is their favorite 
casserole for company. It's so easy to 
do, and can be kept hot in the oven 
almost indefinitely, without the mix- 
ture’s drying out.

1 teasp. vanilla 

1 teasp. lemon extract
